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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the prior art clearly shows 
that material used as sound absorber needs to be bulky. However, the Seitz reference specifically teaches using the glass layer to lower 
density and lower basis weight (page 1 , lines 58-64). The reference explicity states the desire to use low weight materials. This teaching 
would at least make obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art that providing a low basis weight is advantageous in the glass 
fabric layer , 
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
